weather preclodee flying, the postponed 
missions should be flown later when weather permits and should 
he in addition to the regularly- scheduled two-a-day. 

3. It is understood that if it is daterrainsd fliat iow- 
Isvel missions ara needed in order to satisfy tha raqulramsnts 
ia paragraph 2 of the enclosed USIB requirements, PrssidentiM 
authority will be obtained.
